Sixty-two cases, or 1.5 per cent. were 
receiving more relief than needed. 
The actual number of persons on re­ 
lief in Pennsylvania during the first 
week of

Adm inistrator — were 
646.048. 
The total amount of public funds 
distributed to these eases was $1,178,- 
740.67 -of which amount. a< cording to 
the report of the Auditor General— 
approxim ately ten per cent went to 
persons ineligible to receive them. 
This means that the taxpayers of 
Pennsylvania are losing in excess of
